St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Politics 


•arlier in the season hurt business; it is 
,ow beginning to help business. Ver- 
nont's unexampled majority In last Tnes- 
lay's election started an upward move- 
ment in stocks Wednesday, which natu- 
rally manifested itself in London, owing 
;o the difference in time, before it did in 
New York. At both points large ad- 
vances in prices were made. The sunn 
influence which sent stocks up sent ex- 
change down, and furnished an assurance 
of the continuation of gold importation. 
The amount of gold which has arrived 
in* this country since the importation 
started, the amount which is on the way 
and that which is ordered aggregates 
about $20,000,000. That $25,000,000 in- 
flow predicted two weeks ago to occur in 
the latter part of August and in Septem- 
ber now seems to be a moderate estimate. 


Bailroad earnings, which resisted the 


depression in trade longer than bank 
clearances, have for the past four or five 
weeks markedly reflected the general busi- 
ness torpor. The latest returns at hand, 
thosc'published in tho New York "Fi&an- 
cial Chronicle," show a shrinkage of 1 9(i 
per cent on seventy-four roads in'the sec- 
ond week of August, as compared with 
the same time in 1895, and a like falling 
off is shown in the aggregate earnings of 
sixty-three rcails in the third week of that 
month. It is well to bear in mind, 
though, that last year in the fall months 
there wrs a steady and decided business 
improvement thiougbout the country, 
which railroad income registered, and this 
improvement, though retarded somewhat 
by threatening complications in Europe, 
was not completely checked until the 
Venezuela war message of December 17 
was delivered.

can cre.ite a demand for silver which 
will keep the price of silver bullion at 
$1.29 
per ounce, measured in g'old." 


Judge W. S. McCain, of Little Eock, 


a fiee silver leader in Arkansas., differs 
from Mr. Bryau in his interpretation of 
the popocratie platform. "I am home- 
times asked," he sujs, "if I believe the 
remonetizatiou of silver would increase 
its value so as to make the bullion in a 
silver dollar equal to the present g-old 
dollar. I answer no. If I thought so, I 
would not waste time advocating th<" 
restoration of the unlimited coinage of 
silver. Tlie sole object of remonetizing 
silver, as I understand it, is to secure a 
cheaper dollar with which to measure 
and regulate prices." 


Here are two eminent financial doc- 


tors who agree in prescribing big doses 
of sixteen to one pills, but widely disa~ 
gree as to the results of the medicine.

"The Stamp or the Government." 


"It is true," confesses \he silver men,

the government stump on it by free 
coinage and you will raise the value of 
it to 100 cents." 


Senator John P. Jones, of Nevada, 
ne of 1he most conspicuous and most 
iible of .ill the silver advocates, spenk- 
ng on April 1, 1S74, said: "The value 
of gold is not affected by the stamp of 
the government." 


Everyone who has considered the 


subject knows that this latter state- 
ment is true. The metal in a g'old tlol- 
ar is worth exactly 100 cents, whether 
i be stamped by the government or not. 
Melt the dollar and run it into any other 
:orm and its value remains unchanged. 


If the stamp of the government tloee 


not change the value of one metal, is it 
reasonable to suppose it would change 
that, of another? Can it do any more 
ior silver than it does for gold? No. 
The stamp of all the governments in 
the world cannot make 53 cents' worth 
of silver worth 100 cents any more 
than they can make a silk purse outof a 
tow's ear.—Exchange. 


Mr. Bryan says railroad rates have 


not been reduced to keep pace with 
falling prices. In 1872 it cost 33.5 cents 
to take a bushel of wheat from Chicago 
to the seaboard by rail, and in 1895 it 
cost 12.17 cents. Even Mr. Bryan will 
not assert that average prices are less 
than half and only a little more than a 
third of what they were in 1873. How 
a mere fact will overthrow a whirlwind 
of eloquence. 


Home Facts for Farmers. 


In 1877 the average value of the hay 


crop in the tlnited States was $8.00 per 
ton. The following year it dropped to 
$7.20, and in 187D; the year uexteniuing, 
it jumped up -to $0.32 per ton. 


Again: In 1891, when this, country 


was firmly on a gold basis, the average 
value of the hay crop was $8.40 per ton 
In 1892 it fell to $6.73 i>er ton, and .in 
1893 it rose to .$8.CS per ton. Last year 
the average value was $S.3G per ton. 


Assuming that Ihe fall in prices is 


due to the "crime of 3873," how are 
these fluctuations to be accounted for? 
Will some Rryanite explain also why il 
is that the average value of the hay crop 
per ton wn« greater in 1805, when we 
were on :i gold basis, tOmit it was 
3S7s, \\heu £ol(l was at a premium? 


Hny luis undoubted!;! declined in price; 


since 3873. but, why should it not have 
done so? Apart from cheaper methods 
of production ;md cheaper rates of 
transportation, the nnmuil bay crop in- 
creased from 2",()S5.10() ton.s in 1873 (n 
05,700,1.")S tons in 189.). Last year Jt 
amounted to about 47,000,000. 


At the same time the number of 


horses in the United States increased 
only from 0,222,470 in 1873 to 15,893,3JS 
in 1895. Tt is estimated that there ar 
nearly 1,100,000 fewer horses in this 
country to-day than there were three 
years ago. 


These plain facts and figures should 


not be hard to comprehend. Let tho 
farmer study them before he allows 
himself to be hoodwinked by free silver 
demugogism. 


A Bad Old Humbug. 


The Denver Republican calls for more 


money as the cure-all for the people's 
woes. "They must," it sa}'s, "go back 
to the good old American policy of bi- 
metallism, under which the country en- 
joyed sueh extraordinary prosperity 
from 1792 until the complete demoneti- 
zation of silver." Oh, 'those "good old 
days," when less than 7,000,000 silver 
dollars were coined in the 81 years 
from 179C to 1873—less than in the first 
six months of the present year—and 
when no man ever saw a silver dollar 
except, asacuriosity! Never once in all 
this time did the country have as much 
money per capita as it now has. Never 
once, except, during the war. were 
wages so high and prices so satisfactory 
ns in the 12 years following the resump- 
tion of specie (gold) payments in 1878. 
The talk of "good' old times" is simply 
bad old humbug. 


Thrift's Savlncn Would Shrink. 


The isaviugs bank deposits of the 


United States amount to $1,800,000,000 
on a gold basis. 


Under free coinage they would shrink 


in actual value to about.$900,000,000. 


The government pays about $1'40,- 


000,000 a year to pensioners. The pay- 
ments last year werp $141,395,220. 
Every one of these dollars was wortli 
100 cents and equal to a dollar in gold. 
If the policy of the Chicago platform 
end party should be mode effective by 
legislation, every dollar thereafter re- 
ceived by a pensioner would be worth 
only 53 cents. It would be called a dol- 
lar, but in the purchase of a pension- 
er's supplies it would go only so far as 
53 cents go now. The buying power of 
the pensioner's monthly allowance, like 
that of the depositor's money, still to be 
paid out of the saving-B bank, and the 
value of policies to be paid by life in- 
surance companies, would be reduced 
by nearly one-half.—N. Y. Times.

lars in this town" was the emphatic 
greeting of a workman to the presiden- 
tial candidate of the populists and sil- 
verites as he passed through Hunting- 
don. Va. If the American workingmen 
are wise they will see to it that everj 
town and city in the United States gives 
the same answer to the free coinage ap- 
peals for votes.

tion. The real issue is one wpon which

No part of the body 
can escape the effect of a general paraly- 
sis or fail to get the benefit of general 
good health. When business flourishes, 
the laborer is in demand; when it de- 
clines, he stands idle in the market 
place. 
Business of whatever sort in a coun- 


try like ours, rich in resources, full of 
energy and -vitality, with all harvests 
everywhere ready for the sickle, rests 
chiefly upon two factors—public confi- 
dence* and a sound and stable currency. 
When either is—and much more when 
both are—impaired or even gravely 
threatened, business suffeis, general de- 
pression comes labor declines, and the 
wolf approaches many a door.

Capital is hoarded, sent 


abroad or lies idle, and all industries 
diminisii or cease, and the surest way 
the world has ever seen to destroy con- 
fidence is to debase the currency and to 
raake it uncertain from day to day how 
much a dollar is worth and how much 
it is going to count for in the near fu- 
ture—to take av.ay, as is now proposed, 
one-half its value to begin with and to 
set, the other half to fluctuating to .in 
indefinite extent, with the rising and 
the setting of the sun and the approach 
of every storm.

tims of the common calamity. 


The party is already hopelessly dis-

What 16 to 1 Has Never Done. 


It has never kept gold and silver at a

It represented iha 
then commercial ratio, the market val- 
ues of the two metals.

lars, or not so many by 500,000 as were 
coined from January 1 to July 1 in this 
year.

did gold and silver circulate freely to- 
gether as equal money. What reason has 
Mr. Bryan for his "firm conviction" 
that they will do so now tinder free 
coinage, when the difference in the com- 
merical ratio is far greater than at any 
time during the period from 1834 J-o 
1873? 


A MIRAC/UUCJUS STONE. 


It Was Taken from the Buso of a Pillar, 


and the Pillar Still Stood. 


Samarcan is a great and noble city to- 


wards the northwe&t, inhabited by both 
Christians and Saracens,, who are sub-

Howbeit, the others replied that they 
never would give up the stone for any- 
thing in the world. And words ran so 
high that the prince heard thereof, and 
ordered the Christians to arrange to 
satisfy the Saracens, if it might be, with 
money, or give up the stone. And he 
allowed them three days to do either one 
or the other. 


The Saracens would on no account 


agree to leave the stone where it was, 
and this out of pure despite to the Chris- 
tians, for they knew well enough that 
if the stone was stirred the church 
would come down by the r^n. So the 
Christians were in great trouble and 
wist not what to do. But they did the 
best thing possible; they besought 
Jesus Christ that He would consider 
their case, so that the holy church 
should not come to destruction, nor the 
name of its patron saint, John the Bap- 
tist, be tarnished by its ruin. And so 
when the day fixed by the prince came 
round they went to the church betimes 
in the morning, and lo, they found the 
stone removed from under the column; 
the foot of the column was without 
support, and yet it bore the load as 
stoutly as before! Between the foot of 
the column and the ground there vt as a 
=pace of three palms,. So the Saracens 
had their way, and mighty little joy 
withal. It was a glorious miracle, nay,
